Dear Mother: 


Paris, Nov. 12. 


0, you should have been with 


yesterday in Paris, the day of the 
sighing of the armistice.

be here. I had been writing letters 
when just at 11 a, m. I haard all 
the church bells in the city begin to 
ring and a minute later the report 
of a cannon. 
In a ,half hour the 


battery of one of the forts here 
fired 2,000 blank »hell:i and you can 
imagine the wonderful impression 
it made, for, of course, it means 
that Germany wag humbled in the 
dust 


I hastened out on our balcony, 


five stories above the street.
